To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beaumaris  Port  Health  Authority. 

Mr  .Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1972,  on  the  lines  of 
Form  Port  20,  as  instructed  by  the  Welsh  Office  in  a letter  dated  14th  December, 
1972. 

Mr.W.G.Wyn  Pritchard,  District  Inspector  for  Beaumaris,  resigned 
from  Office  on  the  31st  December,  1972,  on  being  appointed  to  a post  with  the 
Zambian  Government. 

During  the  Year  no  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  recorded  in  the 
District  covered  by  the  Authority  and  no  Smallpox  contacts  were  notified. 
Routine  inspection  of  ships  was  carried  out  as  necessary  and  all  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory.  No  complaints  of  Mussels  being  unsatisfactory  for  human 
consumption  have  been  received  from  any  other  Local  Authority. 

The  jetty  for  unloading  cargo  vessels  at  Menai  Bridge  is  still 
unuseable  so  that  ships  have  again  been  using  Port  Penrhyn  for  the  unloading 
of  timber  from  abroad. 

During  1972  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  issued 
60  Circulars  under  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Foods)  Regulations,  1968.

CHIEF  PORT  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT  1972. 

(G.W.Outram  F.R.S.H,  M.A.P.H.I,) 

There  have  been  no  clear  developments  in  the  transfer  of  the  Severnside 
Oyster  Company  to  a new  shellfish  factory  to  be  established  on  the  shore  of 
the  Menai  Strait  near  Port  Dinorwic,  as  reported  last  year. 

All  processing  of  mussels  has  ceased  at  the  Siliwen  Factory  in  Bangor 
and  at  present  the  Company  has  a small  staff  employed  maintaining  and  laying 
new  beds  of  mussels  along  the  foreshore  from  Bangor  to  Aber,  presumably  in 
readiness  for  collection  when  the  new  factory  opens. 

The  Bangor  fishermen  still  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Severnside  Oyster 
Company  to  bring  the  mussels  they  collect  on  the  Lavan  Sands  to  be  part 
cleansed  and  stored  in  the  tanks.  They  are  then  despatched  weekly  to  a firm 
in  Hull  where  they  are  pressure  cooked. 


Vessels  which  berthed  at  Penrhyn  Dock  in  Bangor  were  inspected.  Two 
were  from  foreign  ports.  The  vessels  of  the  Liverpool  Shipping  Firm, 
Hoveringham  Co. Ltd.,  arrive  nearly  every  week  to  discharge  sand  dredged  from 
Liverpool  Bay,  which  is  then  distributed  by  the  firm's  lorries  to  the 
building  trade.  Penmaenmawr  continues  to  be  a busy  port  with  190  arrivals 
to  load  at  the  Quarry  Jetty. 


Your  Officers  in  the  various  Coastal  zones  continue  to  keep  observations 
on  the  enforcement  of  the  Port  Health  Regulations,  as  far  as  they  affect  this
